Amendment No. 21 designed to 
tighten-up restrictions on govern¬ 
mental spending and requiring 
that all state offices and officials 
submit to budgetary control of 
the State Department of Finance, 
and auditing control of the State 
Controller. 

The amendment was intended 
to extend budgetary control to 
agencies and commissions cre¬ 
ated by initiative, according to 
its sponsors, but it was at first 
believed that the provisions of 
the amendment were so broad as 
to include schools in the general 
definition of "state agencies” and 
thereby interfere with the pres¬ 
ent fixed and mandatory school 
appropriations. Attorney-General 
Webb, however, has cleared up 
this objection with a ruling that 
the amendment would not force 
school districts to submit their 
budgets to either the State Con¬ 
troller or the State Director of 
Finance. Still another point of 
contention is whether the amend¬ 
ment would restrict the powers 
of the Board of Regents and of¬ 
ficials of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia and the College of Agri¬ 
culture and place new restric¬ 
tions on their expenditures.

called Water-Power Act. 

This amendment was passed by 
the Legislature prior to adoption 


govern¬ 
mental units for water and power 
development and sale. Indebted¬ 
ness is limited to 70 years. 

Of equal importance, the power 
of eminent domain is enlarged to 
permit the taking immediate pos¬ 
session of property required for 
water and power developments. 
Provision is made for offsetting 
damage to property owners, both 
by compensation in money and 
by water and other benefits of 
the project. Prior rights of 
watersheds where water origin¬ 
ates are preserved. 

Still another proposed amend¬ 
ment. which may develop a fight, 
and which links in with the water 
amendment, is Assembly Con¬ 
stitutional Amendment No. 33, 
sponsored by the State Chamber 
of Commerce. This proposal 
limits State bonds to 40 years, 
except in the case of water and 
power bonds, which may run for 
70 years. 

Opponents of the amendment 
have raised the point that the 
water and power bond exemption 
is so worded that it might per¬ 
mit the issuance of these bonds 
without ratifying vote of the peo¬ 
ple. 

Another proposal which will 
probably run into stormy weather 
is Assembly Constitution Amend¬ 
ment No. 79. Ostensibly this: 
amendment reduces the maxi- ! 
mum interest rate permitted \ 
under the State usury law from' 
12 per cent per year to 10 per! 
cent. But actually it practically 
abolishes the usury law by the 
simple expedient of exempting 
virtually all loaning agencies;

WINTER FLOWERING 
SWEET PEAS 
By Jessie Ward Russell 

T HE winter blooming Spencer 
or Orchid-Flowering type of 
Sweet Pea will bloom dur¬ 
ing the winter months if planted 
now. An especially fine strain of 
these Sweet Peas have been per¬ 
fected by Zvolaneck and Son of 
Lompoc. It pays to buy a good 
strain, as they cost very little 
more and give so much better 
results. 

Some simple directions to fol¬ 
low when planting Sweet Peas 
are: 

Prepare ground before sowing; 
work the soil at least 18 inches 
deep, put cow manure in bottom 
of trench about four inches deep 
r id cover with soil. Tramp down 
and soak with water. Do not 
plant seed until the second or j 
third day after soaking the 
grounds with water. Seed might 
rot if planted in soil that is too 
wet. 

Soak seed in water before 
planting until they begin to swell, 
usually 6 to 10 hours. Any seed 
that has not swelled up should 
be taken out and chipped and 
dropped back into water until 
they do swell. 

Plant seed two inches apart 
and one to two inches deep. 

When seed is all up thin out 
to six inches apart. 

Put up supports for the vines 
to climb on, chicken wire being 
prefered. 

Some of the orange and salm¬ 
on shades fade badly in the sun. , 
Commercial growers of these 
varieties use cheesecloth shades i 
to protect them. 

It is very important to cover 
the ground over the seed with ( 
strips of chicken wire to keep ' 
the birds from stealing the seed. 1
